John Hill Launches Plano Campaign

Encouraged by his reception during 
a previous visit, Attorney John Hill 
Wednesday afternoon returned to 
Plano to declare his candidacy for 
governor. 
The state’s top lawyer said the 
response from his July appearance 
helped him make the decision to run 
which was announced earlier this 
month. 
Hill, who was met at Dallas North 
Airport by about 40 members of the 
press and local supporters, credited 
James Sides, his area campaign 
manager, for getting new people 
involved in politics. The candidate 
also stressed the need for new 
leadership in the governor’s office. 
In a prepared statement Hill noted 
that it became evident during his 
summer travels throughout Texas 
that 
“ w hatever 
their 
overall 
assessm ent, most Texans lacked 
confidence in the present governor’s 
persuasiveness and vision. 
“They felt he had failed to measure 
up to their expectations and to live up 
to his promises,’’ Hill added. “They 
believed he has missed too many 
opportunities to take charge when the 
need was there. They have concluded 
that he needs to be more energetic and 


spend more time in Austin working on 
the job of being governor.” 
Hill promised to work closely with 
people and make changes when they 
can benefit the state. Many of the 
problems now facing Texas are 
“legalistic in nature,” he explained 
adding that he is better prepared than 
the present office holder to present 
cases. 
For exam ple, in the current 
problem of protecting Texas’ interests 
under a national energy policy, Hill 
believes he could convince more 
moderate states such as Nebraska 
(which doesn’t need Texas oil and 
gas) that it is no more fair to take 
Texas gas for inadequate prices than 
to take Nebraska corn for inadequate 
prices. 
The question is depletion of wealth, 
he stressed. It is not consumers 
versus big business but federalism. 
“Ifs just common sense that a state 
should use its product first for its own 
use and then let the surplus go out,” 
Hill pointed out. 
“Gov. Briscoe has struck the wrong 
note on this issue,” he added. “The 
governor says to other states that he 
may cut off their gas if they don’t 
agree with us. That is not the way to 
be effective.” 


Hill believes that he can be a 
significant political leader in energy 
and also is confident that the Austin 
bureaucracy can be culled. 
It is not always necessary to be 
outside the bureaucracy to see its 
problems, the legal counsel for all 
state boards and agencies noted. Hill 
said he has a good feeling that some 
agencies are underbudgeted and 
understaffed while others are over­ 
budgeted and overstaffed. 
“A governor who knows these 
things and is involved in the budget- 
making process is respected by the 


legislature,” 
Hill 
pointed 
out. 
“Briscoe’s approach has been one of 
indifference. The only time he has 
concerned himself was on the recent 
highway bill.” 


His day to day involvement with the 
agencies and departments will also 
pay off when it is time to make ap­ 
pointments, Hill added. 


“We do not have the excellence 
Texas should have,” he stressed. 
“First of all we need an appointments 
policy. A diversification of staff in the 
governor’s office is needed to look for 


diversification in appointments. 
“There is too much politics in the 
present appointments system,” Hill 
continued. “We’ve been very for­ 
tunate in the attorney general’s office 
to attract good people into govern­ 
ment. We also want to reflect the 
nature of the people of Texas in board 
appointments." 
Hill is hitting hard at Briscoe’s 
request for IO years in office. No other 
governor has asked or received IO 
years and most Texans are opposed to 
the idea of anyone holding the state’s 
highest office that long, he said. 


“We’re ready to stay with tradition 
and to turn the job over to a new 
governor,” Hill pledged “We haven t 
started too early with so large a state. 


We have four months of work before 
the heavy going of January. February 
and March. 


“We’ll be back to Plano then,” he 
promised. “ In the meantime, the most 
important thing is transferred in­ 
fluence—you can vouch for us. Get 
your friends 
to 
come 
aboard. 
Remember, early support counts the 
most.” 


For Filibuster’s End

Senators welcomed their night’s 
sleep — at least two got a head start 
by dozing off in their chairs during 
Wednesday night’s debate — but there 
was no assurance the proposed 
compromise would win approval or 
end the filibuster-by-amendment that 
started in earnest on Monday. 
Sen. James Abourezk, D-S.D., who 


along with Sen. Howard Metzenbaum, 
D-Ohio, is leading the filibuster, said, 
“I don’t think so,” when asked if the 
compromise would end the stalling. 
Metzenbaum noted he and Abourezk 
were not party to the agreement — 
worked out primarily by Sen. Henry 
Jackson, D-Wash., during a long day 
of haggling with colleagues from gas- 
producing states — but said “we 
wouldn’t necessarily stand in its 
way.” 
Sen. James Pearson, R-Kan., a 
sponsor of measures to deregulate 
new gas prices immediately or at 
least keep them regulated at a higher 
price than the Carter administration 
wants, urged colleagues to defeat the 
compromise. 
In a test of sentiment last week, the 
Senate voted 52-46 against killing a 
move for immediate deregulation of 
newly discovered onshore gas. 
Backers of the agreement 
ap­ 
parently felt the necessary four votes 
would switch from the deregulation 
side — faced with a threatened 
presidential veto of the bill — to the 
Jackson compromise, which keeps 
federal controls on new gas prices, but 
at a higher level than the filibusterers 
want 
The administration proposal called 


for extending controls to currently 
unregulated intrastate gas but raising 
the price ceiling from the current 
$1.46 per thousand cubic feet to $1.75. 
Metzenbaum and Abourezk want 
prices kept under federal control and 
at current levels.

Ink spots on shirt pockets 


POLLY’S PROBLEM 


DEAR POLLY - My pen with blue ink on it has leak­ 
ed on my shirt pockets and my wife has not been able to 
remove the spots. I hope you will be able to tell us what 
will erase them, and oblige an old age pensioner. — 
JOHN. 


DEAR JOHN — You failed to say what type of ink was 


in your pen or what sort of fabric makes your shirts so 
our answer has to be on the vague side, too. For a ball 
point ink stain spray hair spray on the spots, let dry and 
wash as usual. Some permanent inks cannot be remov­ 
ed. For pen inks that are not ball point one could rub in 
lemon juice and a detergent, let stand five minutes and 
then launder. If stain remains after this spread a paste 
made of baking soda and peroxide over stains and hold 
over a steaming tea kettle. Launder as usual. Good luck. 
- POLLY. 


DEAR POLLY — My Pet Peeve is with the new spools that 
thread no comes on. These spools spin on the machine 
and cause the thread to knot under the needle. — ETHEL. 
DEAR POLLY — Helen can get rid of those grease ants in a 
very simple and safe way. Ants hate salt, so shake regular 
table salt into several small jar covers and spread around 
where they are seen. In no time the ants will disappear. I had 
these red ants on my kitchen window sills and sink counter and 
the day I put the same around they disappeared. The salt also 
worked for a friend who had ants on her terrace. — MRS. 
F.J.C. 
DEAR POLLY — I have discovered a really good way to 
keep the birds from eating the fruit on my trees. I saved two 
aluminum pie tins, punched holes in the rims and tied yarn 
through the holes so the tins could hang down about 12 inches 
from the limbs where they hung. I also tie yarn to a paddle 
such as one uses for mixing paint and tie this about four inches 
away from a pie tin, on the same limb, so it hangs down just 
opposite the pie tin. The other pie tin and paddle are put on the 
opposite side of the tree. Any breeze will cause the tin and 
paddle to hit each other and make a clang that really scares 
the birds away. — MRS. R.H. 
DEAR POLLY — When making stew I drop in a few ice 
cubes and they become coated with the grease. The cubes are 
removed and thrown away and the grease goes with them. 
Twice a week I rub just about a fingertip of petroleum jelly 
on my cat and this keeps his coat shiny and minus fur balls. 
Also when I bathe my cat I put an old screen in the bottom of 
the tub and the cat digs his claws in the screen for a feeling of 
security and I do not get scratched. — PAULA.

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’Cats Host Top-Ranked Sherman 


The Sherman Bearcats - Who are they? 
“ They are the number one team in the state, aren't they?’’ 
said a jovial Tommy Kimbrough. 
Kimbrough ought to know. His Plano Senior High School 
Wildcats host the Sherman Bearcats Friday at 8 p.m. at 
John Clark Field in what promises to be a blockbuster. 
Sherman has accomplished every goal that their coach. 
Tommy Hudspeth, has sent them against-that is except one. 
The Sherman Bearcats have never beaten the Plano Wild­ 
cats. 
Plano and Sherman have met five times in previous 
District 13-AAAA games and the best Sherman has been able 
to do was a 13-13 tie last year. However, the Bearcats ad­ 
vanced to win the loop title last year to break Plano’s string 
of four district crowns. 
But Sherman is not the same team as they were in 1976. If 
anything, they are better, according to Coach Kimbrough. 
“ They are better offensively than a year ago and they are 
very close defensively to what they were,’’ Kimbrough said. 
Sherman was unbeaten last year with a 10-0-2 record. One 


of those ties was of course Plano and the other was inflicted 
in the playoffs by Temple in the regionals. Temple advanced 
through penetrations. 
Sherman's offense is one of the most highly regarded in 
the state. The Bearcats are averaging 44 points a game and 
there are three big reasons why. 
Randy Wessinger at quarterback, Eddie Wright at half­ 
back and Jimmy Turner at the other running back position 
are the three big reasons for the explosiveness of Sherman’s 
offsense. 


“ This is the fourth year for Wessinger at quarterback and 
Wright at halfback,’’ Coach Kimbrough said. “ They know 
what they are doing.’’ 


“ They have the best backfield in the state.” Kimbrough 
added. “ They are three outstanding people but they have a 
lot of good people around them.
